PRESIDENT GARFIELD has accepted the 
invitation of Mr. W. C. Smith, of St. Albans, 
Vt., to become his guest during the meeting 
of the Teachers’ Institute at that place. The 
President will arrive in St. Albans July 7, 
when he will be received by the Vermont 
militia and escorted to Mr. Smith’s residence. 
He will address the teachers on the following 
day, and in the evening will receive them at 
one of the St. Albans hotels. 


Tux National Zeitung, a German news- 
paper, commenting on Barthelemy St. 
Hilaire’s peace-but-read y-for-war circular to 
the French representatives in foreign coun- 
tries, intimates that it discloses a purpose on 
the part of France to financially ruin Ger- 
many By compelling it to keep a vast stand- 
ing atmy, and says that France is deluding 
itself in the matter. The United States, it 
says, is profiting by this peace-in-war policy, 
and the French agriculturists are paying 
dearly for it.

THE Italians find it too hot for them in 
Marseilles, and are quittinz that city as fast 
as possible. Over 600 of them left by 
steamers yesterday, and a body numbering 
224 applied to the Italian Consul for free 
passage home. The anti-Italian feeling has 
extended to other French cities, and at 
Nancy. Vaudres, and in the poorer quarters 
of Paris, demonstrations have been made 
against the natives of the sunny Kingdom.

Gren. Brapy, tlirough his counsel, made 
application in the Washington Criminal 
Court yesterday before Judge Cox that the 
Grand Jury be directed to examine into the 
charges made against him in connection with 
the alleged star-route frauds. His attorneys, 
Messrs. Shellabarger, Wilson, and ‘Totten, 
presented a letter from Brady in which he 
points out the injury being done him by the 
circulation through press dispatches and cor- 
respondence of charges of misconduct while 
in “office, and asks that he be given im- 
mediately an opportunity to vindicate him- 
self. He denounces the charges as slander- 
ous, and says that he is conscious that the 
inevitable conclusion of an impartial in- 
vestigation will be to forever annihilate the 
base fabrication against his official conduct 
and his good name. He complains that cer- 
tain persons of a depraved character” are 
being paid by the Goverment to procure 
testimony against him, and he feels certain 
that these “depraved persons” to ac- 
complisù their purposes will com- 
mit perjury themselves and procure 
others to do so.” He considers it 
his legal right to be speedily investigated by 
the present Grand Jury, and as a hardship 
amounting to cruelty, likely to work unpar- 
alleled injury, that the Government should 
permit three or four irresponsible detectives 
to work up a case against him. He does not 
want to be subjected longer to “the de- 
structive effects in business and social life of 
unwarranted procrastination ” in the matter, 
—a procrastination which he declares to be dis- 
creditable to the Government which permits 
it. Col. Cook, replying to the argument of 
Brady’s counsel, said their application was 
without precedent; that the Government 
had made no charges against Brady; that it 
was not yet prepared to present its case in 
reference to the star routes to the Grand 
Jury; that its witnesses were not ready, nor 
its evidence. Judge Cox denied the applica- 
tion, which was made for effect only, as 
Brady and his counsel were well aware that 
the Government was not ready, and that the 
application would not be granted. Brady 
will now pose in the attitude of an injured 
innocent, who has not had an opportunity to 
establish his innocence. He will be afforded 
¥ opportunity next September.

Tre City Council, at its session last night, 
passed, with only a few dissenting votes, the 
ordinance for the vacation of La Salle street 
between Jackson and Van Buren, thus pro- 
viding a splendid site for the new Board of 
Trade building. This action of the Council, 
though it comes late, is none the less wel- 
come. In passing this ordinance the Council 
has yielded to the demands of the business 
community, and has consulted the best in- 
terests of Chicago. 

The beneficial results which will flow from 
the removal of the Board of Trade from its 
present cramped and contracted quarters to 
the new site are so apparent that it is a won- 
der that any person who has the welfare of 
the city at heart can seek to place an obstacle 
in the way. ‘The new site will- furnish 
abundant room for all time to come for the 
vast interests which the Board of Trade 
subserves, directly or indirectly. The waste 
and vacant grounds in the  neigh- 
borhood will be covered immediately 
with superb buildings for offices and 
other purposes, involving large addi- 
tions to. the taxable values of 
the city, while the pressure will be taken off 
of the present business section, which is con- 
fessedly too small to meet the requirements 
of trade. The effort to pen up the business 
of Chicago within its present restricted lim- 
its has failed, and this action of the Council, 
enlarging, as it does, the commercial section, 
should meet with general praise and com- 
mendation. 

Some of the persons who have been fight- 
ing the removal of the Board of Trade 
from its present quarters, smarting un- 
der their disappointment, are talking of 
resorting to the Courts for the purpose 
of obtaining an injunction to prevent the 
Council from vacating La Salle street.

BRAD Y’S STRATAGEM. 

THE BALL OPENS UNEXPECTEDLY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WasuIxeton, June 23.—The star-ronte 
cases were brought before the court this 
morning in a very unexpected manner by the 
motion on the part of the attorney of Gen. 
Brady for an instruction from the Judge to 
the Grand Jury that the investigation should 
immediately proceed and not be postponed 
until September. The motion failed. The 
arguments disclosed some interestmg facts. 
The motion was based upon a letter from 
Gen. Brady, addressed to his counsel, in- 
sisting, as a matter of justice to him, 
and in view of the wide news- 
paper notoriety be has received, that 
the Grand Jury should proceed immediately 
to investigate the charges which the authori- 
ties would undoubtedly prefer against him. 
He, at the same time, affirmed his innocence. 

THE ARGUMENT OF COL. COOK, 

Special District Attorney-General, commis- 
sioned to represent the Government in these 
cases, made the most imperative statements: 
First, that the Government is not ready to 
proceed, as no single case is as yet complete; 
second, that the prosecuting officers are act- 
ing under express directions from the 
President to take no case to the 
Grand Jury until after it has 
been thoroughly investigated, and 


“when cases are found where the evidence is 


such as to make it seem certain that the per- 
sons accused have been guilty of crime, the 
prosecution shall be resolutely pressed. This 
appears more particularly in different 
passages of the argument of Col. Cook. He 
said: It is said in the public press, but it 
is an evil position to assume in a court of 
justice to say that whatis spread out pro- 
fusely in the public press can be taken up by 
one presiding over a criminal court. 
If, indeed, that be true, then 
it would follow that what is 
to be uttered in two organs ot the dis- 
tinguished gentlemen represented by the two 
learned gentlemen assailing the Attorney- 
General, and by implication, if not directly, 
the President of the United States and the 
entire Administration,

A CANADIAN humorist observes that Sir 
Leonard Tilley refused to purchase a copy 
of the Revised Bible because the Book of 
Exodus was not struck out,as he does not 
believe there ever was an exodus, But the 
Montreal Commercial Gazette not only be- 
lieves that there is an exodus now going on 
from Canada to the United States, but as- 
serts that itis “unprecedented” in propor- 
tions, and that the questions raised by 
it are becoming serious. Canada stands 
second in the list of countries furnish- 
ing immigrants to the Republic, the to- 
tal number of arrivals from the Dominion in 
the eleven months ended May 31, 1881, being 
110,611. Some of these are undoubted!y im- 
migrants freshly arrived by Canadian steam- 
ers, and others maybe passing through to 
Manitoba. But the accuracy of the returns 
on the whole is as well established for the 
Dominion of Canada as for any other coun- 
try. The facts cannot be disputed or blinked. 
It is absurd to pretend that the Commissioner 
of Immigration has confounded transient 
travel through the country with permanent 
arrivals. There is no more reason to believe 
he has done this in the case of Canada than 
in that of any foreign countries. The two 
classes of travelers are carefully distin- 
guished. 


Tue Tunisian question and the recent dem- 
onstration against the Italians in Marseilles 
is causing bad blood between France and 
Italy. In the latter country, threats have 
been made to mob Frenchmen in some of the 
leading cities. France has retaliated by tak- 
ing a step which is very practical, and will 
be calculated to bring the Italians to their 
milk.” Italy has advertised for a loan of 
$80,000,000 to help her resume specie 
payments, and France has refused to have 
any portion of it negotiated on the Paris 
Bourse until Italy formally withdraws her 
disapproval of the French policy in Tunis. 
It is probable, however, that the trouble be- 
tween the two Powers will be a flurry that 
will soon blow over. Italy is not in a posi- 
tion to bully France, or to threaten her, or 
even to disapprove her Tunisian policy, es- 
pecially as France has consented that she 
may have Tripoli at any time she wants it. 
Italy owes too much to France to offend her 
seriously, and France has touched herina 
vital spot by withholding financial help from 
her until she agrees to behave herself. This 
menace to her purse will have a salutary ef- 
fect upon her, and probably restore her to 
reason very speedily. She cannot afford to 
risk a contest with her powerful neighbor 
over a question in which she has no legiti- 
mate concern. 


GEN. GRANT’S modification of the doctrine 
of “Senatorial courtesy to fit the case of 
Mr. Sumner is very important. It now ap- 
pears that the General believes the President 
should be “cou rteous to Senators only as 
long as they are “courteous” to him.

Mr. Conkling went out of his way to show | 
that his affront was meditated and malicious 
by repeating it in Ohio within a few miles of 
Gen. Garfield’s own home, where a failure to 
refer to the Presidential candidate in any 
way was like an omission to say“ Good-even- 
ing to one's host at dinner. According to 
Gen.Grant’s idea of Senatorial courtesy, Presi- 
dent Garfield would have been justified in 
ignoring Senator Conkling wholly on account 
of his supercilious conduct on these occasions, 
and after the election and inauguration. But 
we all know that the President did nothing 
of the kind. On the contrary, he behaved 
magnanimously to Mr. Conkling, giving him 
every office in the State of New York save 
one. These facts, however, are aside from 
the merits of the controversy concerning 
“Senatorial courtesy,” on which vague 
phrase Gen. Grant has conferred a new 
and misleading meaning. Until Gen. Grant 
began to discuss it, “Senatorial courtesy“ 
was neyer conceived of as operating between 
the President and the Senators, but only 
among the Senators themselves in voting 
on nominations. If “Senatorial courtesy” 
shouid be interpreted to mean that the Presi- 
dent must nominate for office everybody rec- 
ommended to him by the Senators, there 
would be no reason why the Executive should 
any longer keep up the appearance of making 
appointments. He might as well hand the 
whoie duty over to a Senatorial junta at 
once. It will be observed by those interested 
in the subject that the real violators of Sena- 
torial courtesy, as the expression is commonly 
understood, in the Robertson matter were 
Mr. Conkling’s brother-Senators. ey de- 
nied the validity of that principle, even in the 
restricted sense in which it was asserted in 
the Senate Chamber; and Gen. Grant is the 
first person to discover that it ever existed, or 
was ever claimed to exist, as between the 
President and the Senate. 


RAILROADS IN MEXICO. 

The construction of railroads in Mexico is 
just now attracting much attention in this 
country. An ex-President of the United 
States has just returned from the Mexican 
Capital having in his possession various val- 
uable charters, and franchises, and liberal 
endowments, and the capital stock and bonds 
of the new corporations will soon be entered 
on the books of the Stock Boards. Whatever 
facilities and resources Mexico may have 
naturally for productive wealth, and for 
trade and commerce with the rest of the 
world in future times, the present outlook is 
not promising. Mexico lacks stability of 
government, and wants a skilled, inventive, 
and industrious population, accustomed to 
labor, of which she has neither. How far 
labor might become general if it were pro- 
tected from revolutionary plunder, and if 
accumulations of property were safe from 
the military footpad or the rapacity of revo- 
lutionary adventurers, is something that can 
only be guessed at. To preserve human ex- 
istence necessitates but little manual labor 
in Mexico, and the ordinary population of 
that country which may be called the labor- 
ing class never labor beyond the small 
needs of imperative wants of a warm 
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railroads and telegraphs, with ir ac- 


' commodating the internal traffic, expecting 


that production will follow the establish- 
ment of transportation. 

From an article in the last Harper’s Maga- 
zine we learn some particulars as to some of 
the lines of railroads lately authorized, sub- 
sidized, and in course of construction. Here 
are the lines: (1) The Mexican Central, run- 
ning north from the City of Mexico to the 
American boundary at EI Paso, where it con- 
nects with the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé Railroad. (2) The Mexican National (nar- 
row guage), extending from the City of Mex- 
ico to Manzanillo on the Pacifie, with a 
branch from Maravatio, northward to Laredo 
on the Rio Grande, connecting with the 
Texas system of railroads. (3) The Sonora 
Railway, from Guaymas, on the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, tothe American boundary at El Paso. 
(4 and5) The Sinaloa & Durango and the 
Tehuantepec Railroads. Other lines are 
contemplated, but those we have mentioned 
may be considered as under way. We take 
the following table of distances and subsidy 
from Harper's:

The kilometre is equal to — or 
our mile, and the length ot the roads men- 
tioned in the table is equal to 3,455 miles, 
the average subsidy $15,050 per mile, aggregat- 
ing something over $45,000,000. ‘The subsidies 
to the National and Central Railroads are made 
payable in certificates of construction to be 
issued by the companies. Six per cent of 
the customs dues may be paid with Central 
and 4 per cent with National scrip. Thean- 
r.ual customs revenue of Mexico does not ex- 
ceed, even with the enormous tariff, $25,000,- 
000; and only 10 per cent of these revenues 
can be used ip a year to pay the subsidies of 
over $36,000,000. The other subsidies are to 
be paid in money, but where the Govern- 
ment is to get it is not set forth. 

All the capital in the railroads, as well as 
the material imported for their construction, 
operation, and repair, are exempted from 
taxation for years to come. In addition, the 
Mexican Congress, beginning in 1877, and 
continuing to date, have granted concessions 
for 2,500 fotbher miles of railroad, and subsi- 
dies equal to $32,000,000 have been granted. 
These have not yet taken active life. Among 
these dormant charters or grants is one for a 
railroad from the coal-fields on the Takui 
River, in Sonora, 120 miles to El Morrito on the 
Gulf of California. This road is intended to 
furnish transportation to and from supposed 
mines rich with anthracite coal, and, taken 
with an immense mountain of solid iron near 
Durango, these two natural deposits are eX- 
pected to greatly enrich the country. 

In addition to all these projectsis to be 
now enumerated the Seuthern Mexican Rail- 
road, an American company under the Pres- 
idency of Gen. Grant. The General has just 
returned from Mexico, having obtained from 
the Mexican Government all the concessions 
his Company asked for; and the Company 
made extensive purchases of land covering 
the Gulf and Pacific termini of the railroad 
proposed to be built across the country. The 
route of this new road will begin sixteen 
miles south of the present and ancient City 
of Vera Cruz, ata natural harbor, and run- 
ning thence to the City of Mexico, and thence 
southwesterly to a point on the Pacific where 
there has been discovered one of the “finest 
vi harbors in the world.“ At the site of the 
new city and harbor on the Gulf Gen. Grant 
purchased an area of 112 square miles of land, 
and at the site of the new city and harbor on 
the Pacific an area of 170 square miles. These 
lands are represented “ to be thick with ma 
hogany, dyewood, rosewood, and other valu- 
able timber.“ Engineers are now surveying 
the route. | 

The writer in Harper takes the occasion to 
sum up at this time the history of the only 
railroad in Mexico, which has been in opera- 
tion seventeen years, is 354 miles long, and 
directly connects the City of Mexico with 
Vera Cruz, the principal port of Mexico. 
This railway was built by English capital, 
and serving with its main line and branches 
the largest and busiest cities of the Republic. 
This road practically has had a monopoly of 
the traffic of the best part of Mexico, and lias 
had the right to exact rates which would 
make even Jeland Stanford blush, its rates 
for freight varying from 22 cents per ton per 
mile on imports to 3 cents on exports, the 
rates averaging 144 cents. It has had also 
an annual subsidy of $560,000 a year. The 
Company has a capital equal to $107,000 per 
mile, but was unable to pay any dividend on 
its common stock until 1880, when a dividend 
of one-fourth of 1 per cent was made. Its 
business is equal to fifteen cars per day of 
freight from Vera Cruz to the interior and 
three cars per day from the City of Mexico. 

The main line of the Mexican Central Rail- 
way is about 1,100 miles long, and its rates of 
freight are limited to about one-half those 
on the English road, altho that is many 
times as much as American roads charge. 
The financial basis on which this line is to be 
constructed and operated is remarkable. 
The estimated cost of 262 miles of road be- 
tween Mexico and Leon, is $5,400,000, or $20,- 
610 per mile, and the capital account of the 
road will stand; 

First mortgage 7 per cent bonds, per 

mile $2,000 
Income bonds, 14 mile 
Stock, per mile 

Total, per mile 

This is what the road is to pay interest and 
dividends on; it is three and a half times the 
estimated cost of the most expensive section 
of the road. Even before the road is in opera- 
tion its capital is prospectively watered 250 
per cent on a road 1,100 miles long! 

Where are these railroads to get their busi- 
ness? Where are the markets for the Mex- 
ican productions, and where is the market in 
Mexico for the trade from other countries? 
The Mexicar tariff is a most remarkable sys- 
tem of revenue legislation. The rates im- 
posed by the National Government are ex- 
cessive; but each State levies and collects an 
additional tax on all that comes into and 
passes beyond its territory. Last fall we 
published some letters on this subject from 
the American Minister at Mexico, showing 
that four-fifths of the Mexican people have 
no need of any commodity produced in the 
United States, and have not the money to 
buy any ofthem. A barrel of flour, costing 
$5 in New York, before it reached any 
interior district in Mexico would have its 
cost swollen, by taxes, railroad freights, and 
other levies, to something like $15, and the 
taxes and exactions on all other articles likely 
to enter into trade would be in the same pro- 
portion. On all Mexican products, export 
duties are levied to an extent that the cost of 
the article reaching a foreign land excludes 
it from the market. 

The public debt of Mexico is somewhere 
about $500,000,000, on which interest has not 
been paid for many years. This does not in- 
clude its legalized subsidies to railways. The 
population is about 9,000,000, which popula- 
tion is not an industrial, or an educated one, 
or one which has ever had much respect for 
the rights of „ It will the

“SENATORIAL COURTESY” ONDER PRESI- 
0 DENT GRANT. 

The Simmons case was not the only in- 
stance of a curious application of the revised 
doctrine of “Senatorial courtesy” during 
Gen. Grant's term of service as Presi- 
dent. A still more flagrant violation of 
it was the appointment of Tom Murphy 
to be Collector of the Port of New York 
against the urgent protest of Senator 
Fenton, who was afterwards broken down 
in politics through Murphy's influence. 
Gen. Grant has justified his action in the 
Simmons case by saying that Senator Sum- 
ner “was nota friend of his,“ and Senator 
Boutwell did not protest enough; and he 
might set off Conkling’s against Fenton’s 
protest in the Murphy matter and assert the 
right of a President to make appointments 
to office when the Senators disagree. But 
none ot these explanations will suffice for 
still another case in which both the Senators 
were friends of the President, yet were over- 


ruled in an important appointment in their 


own State. When John McDonald (ex- whisky 
thief) was made Supervisor of Internal Reve- 
nue at St. Louis the two Senators from Mis- 
souri— Drake and Schurz—were on very 
friendly terms with Gen. Grant; both ob- 
jected strenuously to the appointment as one 
utterly unfit to be made, yet McDonald was 
appointed against their protest, notwith- 
standing, on the 6th of October, 1800, and 
afterwards confirmed. The proof of Senator 
Drake’s objection, and of its being known to 
the President, is contained in the following 
letter:

This letter was indorsed in telegrams 
signed by G. A. Finkelnburg and R. T. Van 
Horn, Republican members of Congress 
from Missouri, and from Chester II. Krum, 
United States Attorney, and C. W. Ford, 
Collector. Here, indeed, was a protest from 
a Senator that deserved serious considera- 
tion, inasmuch as it alleged moral obliquity 
on the part of the person appointed as a rea- 
son why his commission should be withheld. 
The fact is, that Gen. Grant refused to listen 
to any recommendations concerning the Mis- 
souri appointments from either of the Sena- 
tors,and took the whole patronage of that 
State into his own hands. If Mr. Conkling 
had the same objections to urge against 
Judge Robertson that Drake and Schurz had 
to present against McDonald, there might 
now be some justification for the bolt of the 
New York Senators. But Robertson’s in- 
tegrity has never been assailed. McDonald’s 
was, and, as the event showed, with good 
reason. Whatever else the facts may show, 
they do prove that Gen. Grant’s solicitude 
about Senatorial courtesy (revised edition) is 
of comparatively recent date. 


THE CHANCE FOR A COMPROMISE AT 
ANY 


ALB : 

There is no doubt that the fairest solution 
of the conflict at Albany would be the elec- 
tion of one Kepublican Senator from the so- 
called Stalwart wing of the party, and the 
other from the Administration wing,—in 
every case, of course, excluding Messrs. 
Conkling and Platt, who have forced the 
present embarrassment upon the party. The 
Administration men, though having a large 
majority over the Conkling men, are appar- 
ently willing to assent to acompromise of 
this kind, and the Bucks may be compelled to 
accede to it. But the proposition made by 
the Adininistration men to bring this about 
isat once unfair and impracticable. They 
claim the privilege of excluding Conkling and 
Platt from the list of Stalwarts, which is all 
right in view of the relation which these two 
men hold to the contest, but at the same time 
contend that Depew shall be accepted as 
the representative of the Administration 
wing. ‘This is too one-sided for a com- 
promise. If the Administration men ex- 
ereise the right to exclude two men 
from the list from which the Stal- 
warts are to select their Senator, then they 
should concede to the Bucks the same right 
to exclude two men from the list of Adminis- 
tration candidates. If the Bucks see fit to 
exclude Depew and some other person on the 
Administration side, well and good. The 
country has not understood at any time that 
the contest at Albany is maintained for the 
purpose of electing Mr. Depew or any other 
particular candidate to the Senate, but for 
the purpose of sending two Republicans 
other than Conkling and Platt, who deserted 
their party at a critical time and hence do 
not deserve reélection. If the anti-Conkiing 
men are fighting on principl e, then they will 
err if they bind themselves to the political 
fortune of any one man and make his election 
the sole condition of a compromise. 

Whenever the anti-Conkling men in the 
Albany Legislature shall propose a compro- 
mise on an absolutely fair basis, conceding 
to the Bucks all they claim for themselves, 
there will be a fair prospect for its adop- 
tion. There are several men now yoting 
for Conkling and Platt who are doing 
so in notorious violation of the sentiments of 
their constituents. All the members voting 
for these two men claim to be Republicans, 
and look to continued Republican success 
for their future political preferment. It 
has become evident to them that Conkling 
and Platt cannot be elected by the present 
Legislature, and a compromise on two other 
candidates is the only course that assures the 
election of two Republicans. The only 
alternative is adjournment, It has not yet 
appeared that, even with the cobperation of 
the Democrats, they can secure an adjourn- 
ment. It is evident, however, that an ad- 
journment without election may lead to the 
choice of a Democratic Legislature next fall 
and the return of two Democrats to the 
United States Senate, while it is now possi- 
ble to elect two Republicans, It is not prob- 
able that all the Republicans now voting for 
Conkling and Platt are willing to assume the 
responsibility of that risk. It might be that 
they could justify themselves if the Admin- 
istration men absolutely refused to recog- 
nize the so-called “Stalwart” element of 
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vote for any one candidate whom the Stal- 
warts may designate, outside of Conkling and 
Platt, and also to permit the Bucks to exclude 
two men from the list from which the Ad- 
ministration candidate shall be selected, then 
resistance to such a proposition would sub- 
ject the’ Bucks to à direct responsibility to 
their Kepublican constituents which they 
eould not evade. It would then be for them 
to decide whether there should be an im- 
mediate election of two Republicans accept- 
able to the two wings of the party, or 
whether they would take the risk of prepar- 
ing the way for the election of two Demo- 
cratic Senators. The Administration leaders 
ought to place the Bucks in just this 
them choose. But 
this advantage cannot be secured 80 
long as the anti-Conkling men cling to 
Depew with the same tenacity that the Bucks 
cling to Conkling. The Republicans in New 
York and throughout the country, who con- 
demn Conkling’s conduct and oppose Boss 
rule, do not regard the election of Depew or 
any other particular person as an essential 
part of the victory which is sought. The de- 
feat of Conkling and Platt and the election 
of two Republicans, neither of whom shall 
aspire to the sceptre of the dethroned Boss, 
is the object which the Administration Re- 
publicans should keep steadily in mind.

IIis appointment would liquidate no conceiv- 
able claims,“ while it would go far to im- 
pair public confidence in the efficiency of the 
postal service, which is hardly yet recovered 
from the effects of the star-route depreda- 
tions. We can think of no oflice abovea 
Consulship in Alaska (if there are any Con- 
sulships in that polar paradise) to which Mr. 
George C. Spencer could be appointed with- 
out umpropriety.

AN Eastern exchange states that the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad has in use an automatic track- 
tester which discovers faults in the track not 
ordinarily appreciable to the eye, and makes 
a record of them which indicates their pre- 
cise locality, and all this while the machine 
is passing over the road at from fifteen to twen- 
ty-five miles an hour. It has the external ap- 
pearance of a baggage- car, but inside is fitted 
up with self-registering apparatus, electric 
clocks, etc. A bad joint between the rails regis- 
ters itself by the jolt it causes to the delicately- 
hung car. Errors of level in the track are re- 
corded by pencils on ruled paper, and so nicely 
arranged that variations of an eighth of an inch 
are made manifest. If the gauge is too narrow 
or the rails have spread, the fact is noted by an- 
other apparatus. An ingenious time and dis- 
tance register enables the observer to locate 
the imperfections recorded. A machine of this 
kind kept constantly going over a railroad would 
be scarcely less careful than the track-walker 
in discovering sources of danger to travel.

The crew to be selected for this con- 
test must, therefore, train during the short 
time remaining without a coxswain.”

The destruction by lightning of the obe- 
lisk Connetable,“ at Gotschina, on the 4th 
of June, has caused the circulation of many 
singular rumors among.the people of St. Pe- 
tersburg. The obelisk was about ninety feet 
high, and crowned with an immense metal 
ball, It was erected by order of Czar 
Paul, by the Russian serf Kirjan 
Plastin, from the Province of Archangel, 
during the years 172 and 1795. The obelisk 
is totally destroyed, and the sentinel on 
guard at the foot of the monument was torn 
to pieces. His head was crushed, the legs 
were torn off, and all his bones were broken. 
Another sentinel, stationea about thirty feet 
distant, was so stunned by the concussion 
that he is paralysed. The great masses of the 
people shook their heads at this terrible 
stroke of lightning, and witg characteristic 
tenacity they cling to the belief that dyna- 
mite didit all. These rumors circulate so fast 
in Petersburg that the Government has 
deemed it expedient to publish a protocol of 
the destruction of the obelisk. General 
Petersburg correspondents also express their 
doubts about this terrible stroke of lightning, 
‘“*‘such as never has been heard of before, 
shattering a massive stone column of ninety 
feet in hight and tearing the body of a man 
into fragments.“ Perhaps it was a dyna- 
mite explosion after all. Perhaps it was 
simply intended asa warning to the Czar 
that, aimougn in the midst of his soldiers at 
Gatschina, he could not consider himself 
safe if he did not comply with the demands 
of the Nihilists. 


Some of the leading journals of Germany 
are not very much pleased wilh the changes 
made by our present Administration in the 
American Consulships in the Empire. For 
instance, the Berliner Tageblatt writes the 
following: After the decapitation of the 
American Consul-Generai at Berlin other 
Consular decapitations have followed in quick 
succession. The Consuls at Hamburg, 
Chemnitz, and Sonnenberg are to be retired, 
and the rest ot them are engaged in packil 
their trunks in anticipation of their removal. 
This radical change in the consular service 
will cause the more dissatisfaction because 
American Consuls are not, as is the case in 
other countries, educated and brought up 
for that peculiar service, but are simply citi- 
zens without any experience in the diplo- 
matic service, who were appointed in re- 
ward for political services.“ 

Andthe Breslauer Zeitung writes in dis- 
gust: 2 

Not alone the Ambassador of the, American 
Union at Berlin has been recalled, but the 
Consul-General of the United States at the 
same place, Mr. H. Kreismann, who has 
served his Government in that position for 
nearly twenty years in an admirable manner, 
has been sacrificed. The American Consuls 
at Hamburg, Chemnitz, and Sonnenberg 
have also been recalled. This is the more 
to be regretted as the services and advice 
of experienced officers are needed more than 
ever before in consequence of the great emi- 
gration from Germany to America. ‘The ab- 
sence of experienced men in these offices wil l 
be deeply felt on many occasions hereafter.”

OTTawa, III., June 23.—Local astronomical 
observers have been thrown into a state of 
excitement within the past two days by the 
observance of a comet of more than ordinary 
brilliancy which seems to have flashed sud- 
denly into view in the northeastern heavens. 
As observed by your correspondent this 
morning, it was located in the right shoulder 
of Auriga, near the star Menkalinan, of the 
first magnitude, about six degrees east 
by one or two south ef Capella, first magni- 
tude,—that is, about six degrees near the 
northeastern horizon. The stranger was 
first seen about 2 o’clock, when he was about 
ten degrees above the horizon, and might be 
described as a star of much greater brilliancy 
than any of the first magnitude, of a reddish 
color, but partially obscured by a fleecy 
cloud, which, stretching away in an opposit 
direction from the sun, forms a tail resemb! 
a half-closed fan, Mr. William @rah as 
a member of Ottawa Schoo 
Board and a great admirer of the science of 
astronomy, was sent for, but could scarcely 
believe the evidence of his own eyes, so 
wy aw had the brilliant visitor swept 
within vision of the natural eye.

of light, and seemed like a world of light, 
and presenting under the telescope a dise o 
littie less than one-half of a circle; still 
higher a few degrees Jupiter was seen at- 
tended by his four satellites; then came 
Saturn to the right and yet higher inthe 
heavens, showing his rings beautifully; and 
then Mars, the War-god, who seemed re- 
flect the fiery red of the stranger

Altogether, the sight was one which could 
not fail to call forth the enthusiastic rapture 
of any who delight to observe the handiwork 
of the Supreme Ruler.

WASUINGTON, D. C., June B.— There has 
been a good deal of excitement in scientific 
circles here to-day over the appearance of a 
very brilliant comet, Which was seen at an 
early hour this morning in the northwestern 
horizon. Those who saw it report it as being 
particularly brilliant, and with a large, fan- 
shaped tail. It is singular that the observ- 
ers at the National Observatory did not no- 
tice it.

THE CONDEMNED PARRICIDES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

MARYVILLE, Mo., June 23.—All hopes of a 
stay of execution or a commutation of the 
sentence of the Talbott boys for the assasina- 
tion of their father, in this county, on the 
night of Sept. 18, 1880, has gone. They will 
in all probability be hanged in public in this 
city to-morrow. The scaffold will be erected 
and all the necessary preparations for execu- 
tion be perfected to-night. The condemned 
boys seem calm and undisturbed. They still 
assert their innocence. A vast crowd is flock. 
ing into the city from all directions, and it is 
probable that 10,000 people will witness the 
execution. | 

To the Western Associated Presa. 

Sr. Louis, June J —Nearly all the minis- 
ters in St. Joseph Rave signed and sent a 
petition to Gov. Cyttenden asking him to 
reprieve for thirty’ days the Talbot boys, 
under sentence to be hanged to-morrow 
for murdering their father, so that 
they may make religious preparations for 
death. Gov. Crittenden has also re- 
ceived a communication from Wyatt, the 
principal witness against the Talbot broth- 
ers, saying that the fit with which he was at- 
tacked in the ecourt-room while giving his 
testimony clouded his mind, and that his ev- 
idence was in consequence not altogether 
correct, and that he does not now believe 
the boys killed their father. Wyatt is in jail 
awaiting trial as accessory to the act, and his 
statement is not likely to have much weight. 

Talbot, the Greenback editor and 
speaker, was shot and mortally wounded 
while sitting on the side of his bed, his wife 
having retired. The assasin fired through 
the window, and the bullets, passing through 
the intended victim, struck Mrs. Talbot, in- 
flicting a severe wound. 

The case was worked up against the boys 
bya detective named Brighton. He won 
their confidence after the murder, and before 
they were charged with the crime. Having 

lanned a bogus bank robbery, he took the 
Talbots in as confederates, but demanded 
that they should give some proof of their 
nerve for desperate work. In this way he 
claims to have got out of them boasts that 
they killed their father. Wyatt was in the 
employ of Dr. Talbot, and says be was with 
the boys when the crime was committed. 

One of the condemned is 23 years old, and 
the other 17. They have made no prepara- 
tion for death beyond willing their shares in 
their father’s estate, which was quite con- 
siderable, to their mother. 

The Post-Dispatch special from Maryville, 
Mo., says: The Talbot boys, who will be 
hanged to-morrow unless the Governor inter- 
feres, yesterday deeded their interest in the 
estate left by their father to an attorney 
if he would get a statement from Wyatt, 
who turned State’s evidence and be- 
came the chief witness against them, that he 
had sworn falsely. Another prominent wit- 
ness against the boys says he had 
been offered $1,000 to contradict

MEETING OF REPRESENTATIVE MEN WHO 
FAVOR COALITION.

WasHINGTon, D. C., June 23 —Notwith- 
standing the fact that Postmaster Gilmer and 
Collector Brady yesterday telegraphed to the 
Virginia Republicans who were expected 
here to-day to call upon the President and 
members of the Cabinet, a considerabie 
number of them arrived this morning, and 
at the meeting Held this forenoon about fifty 
delegates were present.

INDIANAPOLIS, June 23.—The Poor-Farm 
investigation was varied to-day by the Board 
of Commissioners and attorneys visiting the 
farm fora personal inspection.

Den- 
nis Hogan, formerly an inmate, but now 
guard of the male insane ward, testified to 
putting Bis Moll“ in the cell, but denied 
that any unnecessary force was used. Oliver 
Thomas, the idiot boy who had been 
whipped, was called, but he could not 
answer anything intelligently and was dis- 
missed. Mary Bloodwell testified that 
Wright made her get up out of a 
sick bed, and that Dr. Culbertson beat her 
one night with a bedslat, hurting her so that 
she could hardly get out of bed. Last win- 
ter her room was cold, and she went into the 
hall by the steam coils. Wright spanked her 
with a piece of board, and struck her once 
with a cowhide. She said that Mary Shaw 
was in the room when Dr. Culbertson 
whipped her. 

Mary Shaw was called, and denied seeing 
Mary Bloodwell whipped at any time. Wit- 
ness stays with Mrs. Wright, but sleeps with 
Bloodwell. She had a talk with Mrs. 
Wright yesterday evening. Nothing was 
said about Mary Bloodwell. She never 
heard her cry. ary was areal good girl 
alid always got what she asked for.

Marian Pitcher testified that Wright treated 
her kindly, but she Was put in the cell three 
times, She saw Mary Stevenson put in the 
crib by Wright and Culbertson.

She laid 
her bed over the privy-box when it smelled 
bal. She never saw or heard of anybody 
being wiipped.

Mr. William Rey- 
nolds, of Peoria, Ill., urged all who felt an iuter- 
est in the cause to talk and write about it at 
every opportunity, and to organize on the same 
lines as political parties organized, so that the 
work should extend to the length and breadth 
of the land. Being a Presbyterian, he believed 
in the perseverance of the saints. | 

Mr. Paxton, of Illinois, said that every town- 
ship in that State was well served witb railways, 
and that fares were two cents per mile, which 
facilitated the bolding of State conventions for 
the promotion of Sunday-schvol organization. 
In the Southern States railway rates were larger, 
and it would cost a smail fortune for some of 
the delegates to atteud conventions. An effort 
should be made to get these rates reduced 80 
that there should be conventions held in every 
State. The use of the mail was also 
to be commended, as it afforded, by 
the use of postal- cards. a cheap 
method of swapping ideas and of spurring those 
who were inactive by making them feel that 
they were not doing their duty as well as others.

QLEOMARGARINE.. 


Utilizing It for the Purpose of 
Hardening Lard. 


A Refiner Explains the Whys and 
Wherefores of the Process. 


Ever since the beginning of the present lard 
corner, which, it is said, is being manipu- 
lated by an extensive Chicago packing-house 
with large foreign connections, refined lard has 
been selling at prices at or a shade below the 
current figures for the ordinary commercial ar- 
ticle. This fact,. and some larger importations 
of oleomargarine stearine, billed on the rail- 
roads as tallow, gave rise to considerable gossip 
on the Board of Trade, in which it was charged 
that the lard refiners, in consequence of the 
close competition in the business, were using 
tullow stearine and other articles equally remote 
from the porcine product in filling out the ro- 
fined lard which they were putting up for ex- 
port. : 

With a view of ascertaining just how much 
truth there was in the charge of substitution 
and adulteration, a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday 
interviewed several representatives of the laru- 
refinerics, and from these goutle. nen he received 
considerable informaton. 

“Did you ever see them fill the lard-tanks 
at a pack lug- house? queried one of the refin- 
ers after the reporter had explained bis errand. 

The news gatherer was forced to admit that he 
bad not. 

„Well, then,” said he, let me tell you that 
notwithstanding all the pains taken there 
will get in with the leaf lard and 
trimmings pieces of hair, gristle, and other 
substances, which, when the lard is drawu off 
after being rendered, are not altogether gotten 
rid of. The lard-retiner’s business is to take out 
all these foreign substances. If his business 


\ stopped bere, that would be all of it. But be is 


engaged in putting up

of New Orleans and the tropics. To do this be 

must barden the lard, otherwise it would run 

into grease and in a short time become more or 

less rancid.”’ 

* What is used to barden it?“ 

“Lard is about evenly divided between 
steurine and vil. In other words, the lard of 
commerce contains about o per cent of oil. The 
remainder is stearine, sucb as before the intro- 
duction of petroleum candies were made from. 
To barden the lard more stearine is added. The 
process is somewhat of a trade secret, as each 
retinery bas its own formula, both as to propor- 
tions and mapipulation.”’ 

* And lard-oil is worth how much?’ 

„At the present price of commercial lard it 
should be worth 87 to & cents. You can buy the 
oll, however, for about 78 cents.” 

** Why this difference?” : 

„ Stearine is in good demand, and commands 
a premium sufficient to fully counterbalance 
the decline iu the oil.“ 

Aud the stearine is used for ——?”’ 

* Hardening refined lard, making candles. and 
for other purposes in the arts and mapufact- 
ures.“ 

But as stearine is worth more than lard, and 
refined lard is selling at about the price of the 
commercial article, it cannot y you to use 
lard stearine for the purpose of hardening the 
refined goods. : 

Probably you want to know all about the in- 
side of our business?“ 

Not exactly as to details, but I would like to 
know if you 
USE TALLOW STEARINE AS A SUBSTITUTE?’ 

No: ordinary tallow stearine would not do. 
It is not sweet enough. But oleomargarine 
stearine answers just as well as the stearine 
made from lard. It is pure and sweet, and 
mixes admirably with the lard. Its presence is 
not manifested at any time, even when used in 
the kitchen.”’ 

“In what proportion is this oleomargarine 
stearine use i? 

“Each factory bas its own formula, and a 

deal depends on the latitude to which the 
urd is to be sent. The proportion varies from 
6to 8 and even as bigh as 10 per cent. It is 
used in connection with lard stearine to a more 
or leas extent.“ 

“Is any other substance used—cotton-seed oil 
for iostance?’ 

Not the oil in that shape. A very fine stea- 
rine can be obtained fromcottun-seed oil, which 
would undoubtedly mix to advantage with the 
lard. It is sweet and palatable. A great deal of 
cotton-seed oil is exported to Southern Frauce 
and Italy to be mixed with olive oil, and after- 
wurds imported as such into this country.” 
“ITAVE YOU USED THE COTTON-SEED STEA- 

RINE?” 

“No; we have not used it, though I have been 
told it has been used by some of the lard-refin- 
ers East. The fact that oleomargarine stearine 
is used to harden refined lard has been known to 
the trade for several years,—ten at least. It 
hardens the lard just as well as the lard stea- 
rine, and, being carefully prepared and sweet, 
can do no injury to the lard. So far as I am 

rsonally concerned, I would just as soon use 
t as the purest lard it is possible to put up.“ 

Another refiner was visited, and, in the course 
of the conversation, he said that oleomargarine 
stearine was brought here from variaus facto- 
ries throughout the country for the purpose of 
mixing it with lard. It was much. cheaper,— 
costing about nine cents,—and it was only in 
this way that the refiners bad a margin for any 
profit in the business. 

“ What about cotton-seed oil?’ 

“] was told some time ago that a contract for 
1,000 barreis of cotton-seed oil was made deliv- 
— here at quite a decline on the jobbing 
p 00. 

For what purpose?’ 

As | understand, the stearine will be sepa- 
rated from the oil, and afterwards 

USED TO HARDEN THE REFINED LARD.” 

* Do you use it in your establishment?” 

No. sir, we do not.“ 

The representative of a third refinery was ap- 
preacbed on the subject. He had beard that 
other steariues than that of tard were used in 
refining and hardening lard for export, but, 
said he: What’s the use in your going into 
this question? It will only create a needless 
agitation. A case or two of trichiniasis was mag- 
nified in the press, and the further it got away 
from home the more it was magnified and dis- 
torted. and finally the French Government in- 
terdicted the importation of American bacon and 
hams, and the trade has received a blow from 
which it will not recover for some time, even at 
the expense of many thousands of doliars. 
Whatever may be — in refining and harden- 
ing lard for export to warm countries does it no 
harm. The retiners have their brands estab- 
lished; they have large amounts of money in- 
vested in the business, and they are not fools 
enough to jeopard ze their interests for any im- 
mediate protit that might be made. So you see 
— no use whatever iu agitating this ques- 

on.

tisements, sixty-five and one-half columns of 
telegrams and news, and II columns—sixteen 
pages—of the Revised New Testament, com- 
meucing with three and one-quarter columns of 
the revisers’ preface, then giving the entire 
work from St. Matthew to Revelations xxii., and 
winding up with the list of readings and render- 
ings preferred by the American Committee, and 
which the English Committee thought fit to de- 
cline. The whole work is a model of typography, 
the type bein two sizes larger than that em- 


ployed for advertisements,—accuracy, and en- | 


terprise. While the thirty-six-page TRIBUNE 
was sold to the public at the ordinary dafly price 
(five cents), the newsdealers and wholesale buy- 
ers only paid for it three cents, and asthe white 
paper alone cost four cents a copy, there was an 
actual loss on that head alone of nesrly $1,000 to 
the paper, besides the cost of composition, cables, 
home telegrams, collection of general news, 
stereotyping, printing, and folding. However, 
this loss was doubtless very amply made up by 
the advertisements, although the latter were 
not so numerous as in Tae Trreune of April 21.

Even from here there bas been 
auite a demand for capies oi this special num- 
ber; for, strange as it may seem, when four 
days ago ‘lux ‘Taurnune New Testament reached 
bere, not even the Protestant Library in the 
Rue de la Paix had received a single copy 
ef the Revised University Edition, so that 
to all except: those recently arrived from 
London, those 112 columns of Scripture were 
actual news. These sixteen pages are understood 
to have been sot up by nincty-two compositors 
between 1) a. m. and 10 p. m. on May 21, and the 
entire thirty-six page edition was composed, 
stereotyped, printed, folded, and dispatched 
between 10 a. m. Saturday and 4 a. m. Sunday. 
Americans here, those from the Lastern States 4 
as well as from the West, feel justly proud of 
this achievement of Mr. Joseph Medill’s news- 
paper, which under his guidance and the active 
supervision of his brother, Mr. S. J. Medill, bas 
attained a world-wide reputation. There can be 
no doubt that such a paper as this, appearing on 
a Sunday morning, tends to help the cause of 
religion, because a great many copies of it are 
circulated, andfread by people who have long since 
given up the habit ot perusing tho New Testa- 
ment’s.pages.

THE WHIST-# QUESTION. 

The following letter has been addressed to the 
diferent tug-owners and tag-associations by the 
Citizens’ Association of this city, and has cre- 
ated some feelmg on the part of owners, who 
claim that they have received no notification 
from official sources regarding the size of their 
whisties, and consider the letter of the Citizens’ 
Association an assumptidna of authority which 
they are not bound in the least to pay any at- 
tentioz to. The tug-owners say they are per- 
fectly willing to comply with the desire of the 
citizens to have them use smaller whistles if the 
Citizens’ Association will see to it that men a 
placed on the bridges at night who will rem 
awake and not compel them to signal more 
than the three blasts necessary to warn bridge- 
tenders to open the draws. In case this is not 
done the probability is that the ordinance, when 
it zoos into effect, will be disregarded and its 
validity tested in the courts: 

CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION OF CHICAGO, EXECU- 
TIVE ComMITTER, CHICAGO, June 20,— ordi- 
nance permitting the use of new whisties, of 
copper, thirteen by three inches, with one-inch 
steam pipe, for steam vessels py ing in Chi- 
cago Hiver, will be in forte about July 1. It 
takes the piace of a law which prohibited a larg- 
er than one-inch whistie. We have endeavored 
to got this instrument into general use, and 
have succeeded so tar that all the great trans- 
portation lines signified to us their intention of 
adopting it, ashave alsoa majority of the tug 
lines, some of which have the new whistle now 
in use. All, or nearly all, the transient steam 
vesseis Visiting our harbor have been notified of 
the movement on foot to abate the whistle 
nuisance, and of the passage of i this 
ordinance. Although the greater number 
of tug-line proprietors the Captains 
have shown a commendable desire to assist in 
the modification or abatement of the evil com- 
plained of, there are some who, much to our 
surprise and regret, have not done so; and the 
experience of the past few weeks has shown us 
that by far the greater amount of annoyance 
caused by the whisties is owing to the enormous 
size of those heretofore in use. It is believed 
that when the new style is_universally adopted 
and properly used, according to the law, the 
annoyance from whistles will be reduced to the 
minimum. Those enga in towing and in 
lake steam navigation visiting our harbor are 
mainly men of intelligence and respectability; 
many of them have families who are su 
jected to this same annoyance, and we 
can hardly believe that y will resist 
compliance with the public wishes, when backed 
up bya law which applies to all their craft. 
Sufficient time has already el to enable the 
tugs to procure the new Whistle. Copies of 
the ordinance will be sent to all interested. 
Should prosecutions for its infringement or 
non-observance be commenced without further 
delay no charge of oppression or injustice can 
lie at the doors of the instigators of such pros- 
ecution.

BILLS OF LADING. 

The Treasury Department, in order to secure 
uniformity in regard to the disposition of bills 
of lading presented to Collectors of Customs by 
consignees, has issued the following circular in- 
structing Collectors to retain the original bill 
upon the files of the office.uniess circumstances 
of an exceptional character should require 
different act¥n: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF THE SEC- 
RETARY, WASHINGTON, D. C., June Mi, 1881.—To 
Collectors of Customs and others: This Depart- 
ment is informed that the practice varies at 
different ports in regard to the disposition madc 
of bilis of lading presented to Collectors of Cus- 
toms by consignees at the time of the entry of 
imported merchandise. lu some districts the 
bill of lading is retained by the Collector of Cus- 
toms in certain cases only; in others it is in- 
variably kept; while in others it is al- 
ways returned to the importer. The right 
of any particular person to make entry 
of merchandise is mainly determined by the 
collector upon the evidenee contained in the 
billof lading submitted. It seems proper, there- 
fore, that, for the latter’s:own protection, the 
original document should be retained upon the 
files of the Custom- House; and you are instructed 
to 80 reiain it hereatter, es you shall be sat- 
isfied that the circumstan attending the im- 
portation are so exceptional as to require differ- 
ent action, as in the case of entries of diamonds 
or specie,in which case the paper may be re- 
turned to the importer.

UNHAPPY COMMUTERS. 


CARRYING PARCELS ON THE NORTHWESTERN 
ROAD. 

The suburban patrons of the Chicago & North- 
western Railrddd are complaining of its having 
lately refused to take packages, containing pur- 
chases made be “commuters” and sent from 
the differeut stores in the city to the depot. 
Until quite recently, any ove shopping in the 
city could bave all packages delivered to the 
depot-rvom, whence they were either forwarded 
to the commuter’s destination or delivered to 
bim at train time, when they were light 
and easily handied, taken into 

car and carried by him to bis 
jumping-off piace. It is neediess to 
say chat this was a great convenience to shop- 
pers, and especially to gentiemen executing 
shopping orders for their wives, since it relieved 
them of the inflait nuisance of carrying bundles 
ali over the city. This privil is still extended 
to the patrons of other roads doing a suburban 
business bere, though the Northwestern has 
seen fit to cut it OH. greatly to the annoyance of 
its suburban custowers. result is that 
hundreds of people are now incommoded by 
bav to carry their packages home 
with them in the cars, whether they 
want to or not, or subjected to an ex- 
travagaot charge for sending them by express. 
Furmeriy packages could de left at the news- 
stand at the depot, and claimed when wanted on 
presentation of a check. It takes a fee of 10 
cents to get them out now. Of course this 
amounts to quite a gricvous tax on a day's shop- 
ping of, say. half a dozen parcels. 

Yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter asked the As- 
sistant Geoeral Manager of the Chicago & 
Northwestern the reason for the chunge. 
He stated that there had been no change 
whatever. The Company would always 


| be pleased to serve its patrons by carrying 


shop parcels, marketing baskets, buby-car- 
riages, and the like. It was a joint arrangement 
entered into by the company and a committee 
of commuters, and there was no disposition to 
discontinue it. Occasionally somebody would 
mistake the intention of the convenience and 
desire to 12 articles which were properly 
freight and in no sense shopping parceis. The 
Company bad refused to carry barreisof flour 
and furniture, and on the day before it had 
declined taking a heavy roll of curpet, al- 
though the agent bad afterwards sent it on. 
It was incidents Uke this that gave rise 
to the charges of a niggardly policy on the part 
of the Company. There was a parcel-room at 
the depot, the same as other companies pro- 
vided, for the couventence of the general travei- 
ing public, and a small fee was charged, but 
commuters were still at liberty to leave their 
parcels with the bDaggage-master, and the

NAPHTHA FUEL. 
THE WORKINGS OF SARONI'S HYDRO-CARBON 
FURNACE. 
A reporter of Tur Tuinum yesterday wit- 
dessed some experiments with a new invention, 
known as the Hydro-Carbon Furnace, designed 


by Herrman B. Saroni, of St. Paul, Miau. The 


illustrations of the capabilities of this appuratus 
were given at No. 45 Franklin street, and so far 
as they went were satisfactory. However, 
there was no measurement of the amount of 
fuel used, so that the economic merits of the 
invention cannot be testified to, and all claims 
lh... regard rest simply on the word of the 
nventor. 


Mr. Saroni’s claims for his invention are multi- 
farious, and are covered by 1 throughout. 
Briefly. his invention is as ows: Raise steam 
in the boiler to about ten ods pressure — 
square iach. Then steam from the boiler is led 
through a superheater by means of a very 
small nozzle opening into a perforated chamber, 
absorbing on its way from a similar, but smaller, 
nozzie a small amount of roleum (or any of 
its products) iu the form a fine spray. There 
is an absorprion of atmospheric air through 
proper proportioned orifices in the end of the 

u 


bis gives 
A COMBINATION OF OXYGEN 
from the outer atmosphere, hyd n from the 
steam jet. and carbon from the oil. The press- 
ure of the Steam projects this combined fuel 
through the perforations of the chamber, and 
the application of a match produces a non- 
luminous flame and an intense heat. 

In the experiments a smali vertical copper 
boiler of great streneth was used, the oil being 
supplied from a small tank at the side. The 
inventor tirst raised a moderate amount of 
steam by outside means and then connected bis 
apparatus. The combined steam and oil 
jets did their work satisfactorily, and in 
a brief space an intense heat was 
generated both under the boiler and in the 
separate open furnace provided for purposes of 
illustration. There was no smoke whatever 
visible, although there was no chimney, and 
consequently no induced draft. In a very few 
minutes (no time was taken) the pressure of 
steam was run up to niuety pounds. Mr. Saroni 
claimed that his open furnace was capable of

the simple turning of the valve which regulated 
the oil-supply. At ordinary times the steam- 
vaive regulates everything, and there is vo 
trouble with the oil-feeding arrangement. The 
oil is drawn up in sufficient quantity, and uo 
more, by the steam jet creating a vacuum. Mr. 
Suroni claims that one gallon of the tluid (crude 
naphtha), costing four cenis, will run a ten- 
horse-power engine one hour. He claims, 
further, that there is an addidonal saving, be- 
cause no nrg or a tention is needed. The valve 
being once set at the pressure needed 
nobody need borrow any troubie about the work- 
ing of the machine, for there will not be a varia- 
tion of one pound of steam pressure either way. 

The apparatus used was of rude construction, 
and no description of it as seen would properly 
couvey au idea of the merits of the invention.

GRISCOM. 
HE TAKES A WALK. 

Griscom, the faster, varied his 
and water with along walk yesterday woroing. 
He started at 9:15 with two attendenots, both 
of whom have enjoyed three square meals per 
diem during years past, but who nevertheless 
soon found that their abstemious companion 
was more than a match for them at a go-as-you- 
please walk to Lincoln Park and back. On the 
way bome the faster expressed a desire to ciimb 
to the top of the water-tower, but his attend- 
ants, who by this time were “ pumped,” 
begged him to abandon the enterprize, 
if not for dis own sake, for theirs. 
The walk, which lasted from 9:15 to 
to 11:30, bad the effect of msking Mr. Griscom a 
trifle pale, but otnerwise he seemed none the 
worse for the sev miles of pedestrianism. 
Waile be was absent au attendant was ieft in 
charge of the promians, eae he certified to th 
fact that no food had n introduced there b. 
—— upon the — 2 27 the minute: “I 
watched the room during the time indicated and 
it bas ate (sic) nothing. 

Mr. Griscom is keeping up his spirits, and 
claims that as yet he has not found out that he 
was fasting, and he did not expect to awake to 
the fact until forty days had passed.

During the tweuty- 
tour hours ending at noon yesterday he drank 
48 ounces of water and voided 64 ounces. 

Prof. Curtis during the evening, after a critical 
examination of the faster, pronounced that he 
= no evidences of weakness, was a tritie pale. 

ut was in no otherwise different from the or- 
divarv man of bis weight. 

At noon to-day Griscom enters upon the 
twerty-eighth day of bis fast, so that by to- 
morrow he will bave ended the first four weeks 
of his abstinence. The doctors are puzzied, and 
declare that physiologiets, some of whow had 
held that no mau could live after an eight days’ 
fast, will bave to take afresh start and rewrite 
that portion of their science which relates to 
man's ability to live upon nothing. 

Amongst the amusu features of the fast 
are the attempts which are constantly be 
made by bogus reporters and self-constitut 
medical men to obtain a view of the faster with- 
out paying the entrance-fee. Mr. Griscom ac- 
knowledges that if he bad the responsibility of 
taking tickets upon bis shoulders the fast would 
ha ve ended a week ago. As it is. the constant 
worry with these economically inclined persons 
is pot without its effect upon him, and he seems 
hardly as cheerful as be was a few days ago.

ation. The matter of letting the contracts 

for the erection of permanent improvements, 
to cost 850,000, is under consideration. Ten 
thousand dollars was appropriated by the 
legislature for four more buildings, 
$20,000 for improving the grounds, 

to build an ice-house, $3,500 

to erect a 120-foot smoke-stack, 
$10,000 for improvements in the buildings, 
other ap tus for better ventilation, an ar- 
tesian well, and other permanent improve- 
ments. Bids Rave been received from Mr. 
Green, of Boston, and Mr. Ide, of Springfield, 
for arranging the heating and ventilating.

The Judiciary Committee recommended the 
Diacing on file of Aid. Cullerton’s resolution di- 
recting the Controller to advertise for bids for 
the sale of the Lake-Front. Concurred in. 

RAILROADS. 

The Committee on Railroads recommended 
the passage of an ordinance giving the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul Railroad Company authority to 
lay a singie travk an the north side of Carroil 
Street, between Canal and Union. Laid over. = 

The same Committee recommended the plac- 
ing on file of the order in reference to more 
street-cars on West Madison street, for the roa - 
son that the “public was well accommodated 
now.” Concurred in. 

The same Committee recommended the pas- 
sage ot an ordinance giving the Milwaukce & 
St. Paul Railway tne right to lay a track on 
Hooker street from Haines street to Cherry 
avenue, and a side-track ov Eastman street 
from Cherry avenue to water lots in Block 50, 
Elston's Addition. 

After considerable talk, mainly by Ald. 
Young, who was opposed to giving up Goose 

to the railroads and having a track laid 
across Division street, the ordinance was laid 
over and made a special order for two weeks 
from Monday. 

VACATING LA SALLE STREET. 

The special order—the ordinance vacating La 
Salie street, between Van Buren and Jackson— 
wus takenaip 

Ald. Phelps said that two committees bad re- 
ported favorably, but there were objections 
raised by two classes of men,—one class being 
owners of property in the v icinity of the Board 
of Trade, who feared a reducnon in rents, and 
the other stockholders fn the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He was in favor of the vacation fortwo 
reasons: first, because it would enhance the 
value of the city's property from 50 to 100 per 
cent; and, secund, thore would be erected on 
that dirty eyesure”™ buildings which would 
add from 82.00.0000 to 6.000% to. the 
ussessabic value of the realty of Chicago. Au- 
other objection was that there wasn't street 
room enough now. The vacation would really 
add street room, because Sherman street and 
Pacitic avenue would be widened, and they were 
preferred by teamsters, because it was risky to 
turn out of La Salle street on to the railroad 
tracks on Van Buren street. The Board of 
Trade was determined to move, and if they 
didn't goon LaSulle screet would go somewhere 
else, which would also be regretted by the own- 
ers of buildings near the corner of Washington 
street. 

Aid. Cullerton said he had stated Monday that 
Mr. Scott would probably withdraw the prop- 
erty; that three gentiemen had agreed to buy it 
for the purpose of keeping the Board of Trade 
where it is.

Stocks Open Dull but Strong, 
Closing Weaker. | 


Movement in Northern Pacific—Ru- 
mored Realization by Gould. 


Kind Warnings from New York—

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened duli but strong. There was 
only a moderate volume of business, and with 
some exceptions prices drooped, closing below 
opening quotations, though with no pressure of 
stocks for sale. 

Northern Pacific was unusnally active, and 
both the common and preferred made gains. At 
the same time Oregon Railway & Navigation 
Company advanced 3%, to 171%. This stir in 
what are now known as the Villard stock® 
was ascribed to purchases in anticipation 
of the action to be taken by a meet- 


ing to be held to-day of the members 


of the “syndicate” pool. It is stated that 
all the Northern Pacific stock bought by the 
pool will be locked up, and kept away from the 
market. 

Mobile & Ohio was in demand at advancing 
prices on reports that Gould wanted the road 
for a Wabash eonnection with New Orleans, 
which could be had by building a short link. 
This road is one of the best in its equipment in 
the South. 

Another stock that Gould is: said to want is 
the St. Louis & San Francisco. 

A large block of Union Pacific—7,000 shares— 
was reported bought by W. L. Scott. The earn- 
ings of this company increased $415,000 in the 
first twenty duys of June. Points were in circu- 
lation of another advance. | 

Pullman advanced to 142%. The pool that re- 
cently put this stöck up are said to be at work 
again. 

Omaha common was quiet at . Tue pre- 
ferred declined from 106% to 106',. Crop pros- 
pects along this road are of the very best. The 
weather in ite territory has been much warmer 
than that about Chicago. The business of the 
road is limited only by its equipment. Two hun- 
dred freigut bars a month are now being added 
to its roiligig-stock. 

Brokers in New York are warning their Chica- 
go correspondents of the dangerous condition 
of the stock market. Gould is on the point of a 
gradual realization of his holdings. Whether 
Vanderbilt intends, as rumored, to begin a bull 
campaign, after pulling prices down, is exceed- 
ingly doubtful. New York bankers are showing 
bow they regard present prices by refusing to 
make loans on a great many of the leadmg fun- 
cies. On this index expurgatorius are Lake 
Erie & Western, Ohio Central, Peoria, Decatur 
& Evansville, and several others of a similar 
kind. New York bankers are well known 
to de infallible in their financial 
judgments, and sothe danger of the situation 
must be admitted to be very great. New York 
brokers also advise their Western correspond- 
ents that New York operators have made up 
their minds not to buy stocks except at much 
lower prices. It wül save these gentlemen a 
great deal of time if Western holders of stocks 
would begin to sell at once. 

Higher prices for Lackawanna are predicted 
on rumors that the next dividend will be 1 
quarterly, and will leave a good surplus. 

Information about the relations of the trunk 
lines was conflicting. Selon Humphreys was 
quoted as authority for the statement that a fa- 
vorable settlement might be looked for at any 
time. President Newell, of the Lake Shore, 
took about the same view. On the other hand, 
some of Mr. Vanderbilt's intimate friends think 
there will be no speedy restoration of harmony 
between the trunk lines, 

Lake Shore, according to President Newell, 
will bave enough surpius, after deciaring a 2 per 
cent dividend, to pay the succeeding quarterly 
dividend, and to carry over one-half of 1 per cent 
for the October dividend. Mr. Newell says Michi- 
gan Central will pay 14% per cent. 

Western Union earned $800,000 net In April 
and May, besides the rentals and income from 
securities. 

In his Wall street gossip in the World Mr. 
Gould says that on July 1 there will be an enor- 
mous sum of money paid out by the Govern- 
ment and the various banks, insurance com- 
panies, railroad companies, and other institu- 


‘tions of the country. The Government will dis- 


burse, on account of interest and the 6 per cent 
bonds called in, about $30,000,000; the New York 
banks, of all kinds, and the New York insurance 
companies, about $15,000,000 in dividends: the 
railroad coupons and dividends paid here wiil 
add $15,000,000 more; and the payments of divi- 
dends in Boston, Philadelphia. and elsewhere 
will make the total $100,000,000 cash at the very 
lowest estimate. The surplus of this immense 
sum added to the floating money of the country 
will inevitably find its way to the financial cen- 
tre; and, while things will not go wild in conse- 
quence, good securities will be higher and 
scarcer, and secgrities that are really good, but 
low at present, will not go unnoticed. 

In Philadelphia the Ledger reports a good de- 
mand for first-class bonds,—a demand much be- 
yond the offermgs of such investment secu- 
rities. There were no city loans sold at the Stock 
Exchange, and the ciosing quotation for un- 
taxed city 6s long loans was 131@122. 

Money was more active yesterday: A large 
amount of funds will be locked up the last few 
days of this month to meet the dividena dis- 
bursements of July 1 and after. The Graphic of 
Tuesday said: 

The condition of the money market is begin- 
ning to attract attention. The banks of this city 
are down very nearly to the legal limit, whcreas 
at this season they would have at least 30 per 
cent in excess of the reserve required by law. 
There will be a further shrinkage uuless secre- 
tary Windom decides to call the $100,000,000 uf 
bonds remaining out instead of continuing them 
at per cent. Should he call them there would 
be abundance of money. But it is more than 
probable that he will very soon decide to an- 
nounce that these bonds are to be continued, 
and in this case the banks will show an im 
ed statement.

New potatoes are more plenty, selling 
from $2.00@2.50 per bri, as to quality. Tallow is 
firm, with considerable more inquiry than for 
the month past. Wool dealers report the market 
steady and unchanged. In seeds clover and 
timothy indicated a firmer tone, while flaxsced 
was steady at $1.18. 

Lake freights were steady, with 2yc for corn 
and 30 for wheat to Buffalo the rates generally 
paid. There appeared to be a little more in- 
quiry for room than on the day previous. Five 
vessels were chartered for Buffalo and one for 
Sarnia, taking an aggregate of 140,000 bu corn 
and 00.000 bu wheat, Lumber freights are easy, 
and lower rates are paid in some instances. 

Rail freights were quoted steady at 150 per 100 
Ibs of grain to New York, 130 to Philadelphia, 
and ze to Baltimore. There were rumors to 
the effect that these rates have been heavily 
cut, and some people heard that 100 per 100 
lbs had been accepted on grain to New York, 
making 6c per bu on.wheat. It was, however, 
impossible to verify these rumors. Ther® is no 
doubt that large quantities of grain have been 
contracted through to the East, and also to 
Western Europe, at very low rates. Tub ford 
eign rates on wheat are understood to be about 
ze per 100 lbs by steam to Liverpool and We 
to Cork for orders. 

Tho aggregate receipts of wheat reported yes- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, Toledo, St. Louis, 
a. d Detroit were 209,000 bu. The corresponding 
shipments were 362,000 bu. The shipments from 
New York and Philadeiphia aggregated 348,000 
bu. .

The recent weather is good for wheat and bad 
tor corn. It is bringing out the wheat cars 
nicely, and will make a good average crop on 
many farms which bad been despaired of for 
anything more than seed. The word average 
isnot here used to equal last year’s crop, that 
having been far above an average yield in most 
of the States. The change in condition suffi- 
ciently shows the absurdity of attempting to 
reckon up to within a million bushels what the 
crop-yield will be severai weeks before barvest 
time. Reports from many points in the country 


say that the ears are filling out well, but 


the number of ears will undoubtedly show 
a falling off. Some people in Indiana now 
count on a two-thirds crop for that State, while 
three weeks ago they thougtt haif a crop (last 

ar’s standard) as much as could be looked for. 
Fe weather is, however, too cool for corn. 
That ep threatens to be so late that frosts at the 
average time next autumn would catch it in a 
condition where good corn would be out of the 
question. It is also said that a great deal of the 
corn planted this year has not come up at all, 
the kernets planted having begn ruined at the 
germinating end by the long-continued moist- 
ure in cribs as winter was leaving us. 

Field, Lindley & Co., of this city, have re- 
ceived the following cable replies to questions 
about crop prospects in England, France, and 
Russia: 

We have favorable reports of the Russian and 
Freneh crops. 

From preseat outlook the English wheat-crop 
willbe about an average; the French wheat- 
crop will be good: the Russian wheat-crop will 
be splendid. 

In reference to the statistical report of the 
Treasury Department at Washington, the Toledo 
Produce Exchange Circular says:

We have heretofore 
estimated the reserve of 255.000. 000 bu for food 
and seed. That estimate has been challenged as 
tov low, but we believe it more nearly accurate 
than some estimates of 275,000,000 bu. The rule 
applied to in the Northern States is obviously an 
unfair one in the South.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuicaGco, June 2.—In answering the corre- 
spondence as regards hide questions which we 
notice in your issue of this morning, and signed 
by several firms of our trade, among the rest 
Oberne, Hosick & Co., who considered to be 
the leaders of a ring to from the press 
the correct state and sales of our hide market, 
would say that our whole commission hide trade 
and hide-dealers outside of the ring portion 
bitterly oppose the course being pursued by 
them. The quotations given to our press for 
the past four months have been at least te per 
pound under the prices our most reliable com- 
mission bouses have been obtain from Chi- 
cago hide-dealers and tanners. de-dealers 
do not receive but little, if any, stock on con- 
sigument, but have to make their urchases 
at country points, and in order to enable them 
to buy better at country points and * the 
ag ey to our commission houses they labor 
to keep the quotations in our press much betow 
our correct warket, and prociaim to the report- 
ers of markets that they are the Great Moguis 
of the trade. Our commission hide merchants 
probably receive about $2,000,000 worth of hides 
per vear on consignment from country bide- 
dealers and 1 4 be 1 commission 
to the party who w argest price. 
These hides are „ to Chicago  hide- 
deaiers and tanners, same as  car-ioad 
lots of grain are soli to grain-deal- 
ers and miliers, and their quotations and theirs 
only can be considered reliable by the press of 
Chicago. We consider it great injustice to dis- 
guise the correct state 7 — of. hides to the 
country hide-dealers and butchers. 

Let the press of Chicago in future disregard 
the quotations of those who cousider themselves 
the Great Moguls of the trade, and who have an 
ax to grind in givinga false representation to 
the hide markets of Chicago. Sawyer & Follans- 
bee do not desire to quote the daily murkets to 
any reporter of the press; but they do desire to 
be the means of Tun Trinune and ail other 
newspapers in 8 giving the hide-dealers 
and butchers of the West and Northwest, daily, 
correct Chicago market reports of sales of green 
salt hides. We have been dealers in hides in 
Chicago for the pust twenty years, and were 
buyers and sellers of bides many years before 
any of the ring bouses ever existed, with ove ex- 
ception. As regards our being speculators, we 
are no more so than the balance of our trade 
who have suflicient capital to take advantage of 
low markets, and would say we shall continue to 
ventilate the ring dealers in bides in Chicago 
until the hide-dealers and butchers thropgh the 
country can have correct quotations of hides 
through the press of our city.

The truth is Gen. Schotield 
did not speak at all until all the other Gen- 
erals had given their opinious, and then only 
said he would os | orders, Gen. Thomas 
kriew three days before the battle of Nasti- 
ville that Scholield was playing the part of 
Judas by telegraphing to Gen. Grant at 
Washington disparaging suggestions about 
the action of Thomas, saying in one dispatch: 
It is the opinion of all our officers with 
whom I have conversed that Gen. Thomas is 
too tardy in moving against the enemy.“ It 
was known to a number of our officers that, 
pending the battle, which was postponed for 
several days by Thomas because our 
could not move on account 
earth being covered with 
ice for miles around Nashville, produced 
by a heavy rain freezing as it fell, Schotield 
was intriguing with Grant to get Thomas re- 
lieved in order that he might sueceed to the 
command of our army as the General next 
in rank to Thomas. ‘The character of Scho- 
held as an ambitious, unscrupulous in- 
triguer caused suspicion to fall upon him as 
the person who was disparaging Thomas at 
Washington, and he was watched and ex- 
posed to Thomas as a deceitful, unfaithful 
subordinate, who was engaged in a plot to 
relieve and disgrace his commander, the 
ablest, most honored, and dearly-loved soldier 
of the Armyof the Cumberland: It was 
Maj.-ien. George II. Thomas who planned 
and fought the battle of Nashville on his own 
plan, and Gen. Schofield had nothing to do 
with originating or modifying that plan, nor 
did his command participate actively in the 
battle. Schofiela’s command, the ‘T'wenty- 
third Corps, a maguniticent body of gallant 
soldiers, was in reserve, did very little fight- 
ing in the battle of Nashville, and suffered 
but a trifling loss in the engagement, The in- 
fantry forming our line of battle was under the 
the command of Gen. A. J. Smith, who com-

We were not in the battle of Franklin, but 
we know from the statements made to us by 
hundreds of soldiers who were in that battle 
that it was Gens. Stanley and Cox who com- 
manded the troops in the field, while Gen. 
Schofield, who now seeks to rob the brave 
and skillful officers who were with the 
troops and commanding them of the honor 


due them, was on the north side of 
the Harpeth River, two’ miles from 
Carter’s Hill, where the battle was 


fought. It was an intrepid, heroic Ohio 
svidier—Gen. Opdyke— who, seeing the peril 
of our troops when the Rebels broke through 
our lines, ordered his men with the bayonet 
to drive back the enemy, gallently led them 
to execute his orders and saved the army. 
Stanley was badly wounded in the fight. 
Cox, although exposed to the balls of the 
enemy, nobly did his duty and escaped un- 
hurt. Opdyke, who was promoted for his 
heroism, passed the ordeal unscathed. Dur-

The approach of the “open season” for wild 
game is inspiriting the wing-shots, of which 
there are many bundreds in the city, and the 
breechioaders are being cleaned up prepar- 
tory for the summer shooting. According to 
the Iilinvis State law. woodcock can be killed 
between the 4th of July and the Ist day of 
January, and already our “crack ghots,” as 
well as the pot hunters,” are looking’ up the 
haunts of those quiet birds which are 
moh <—delectabie morsel when served on 
toast and broiled to the right turn. There is 
usually good woudcock -shooting in the vicinity 
of Chicago, and during the next month thousands 
of them will be bagged along the Calumet and 
Desplaines Rivers, and down about the small 
lakes neur the [Indiana State line. 

The Lilineis State Sportsmen's Association, of 
which Dr. N. Kowe is President, and John B. 
Wigyins is Secretary, had set a date for the an- 
nual shooting tournament to occur during the 
first week in June, but owing to the scarcity of 
pigeons the event stands postponed until 20,000 
of the feathered beagties can be captured. The 
birds have already nested once this season, as is 
their wont, in the Indian Territory, and 4,000 
were secured for the New York State Shoot. 
which is now being held at Coney Island. 
A large additional quantity was secured, but, 
owing to high water and swollen streams, the 
birds could neither be truusposted here nor 
could feed be seut their keepers, and thousands 
perished miserably from starvation. This was 
uncomfortable news for the shooting clubs of 
the Northwest, as their supplies for forthcoming 
tournaments were expected to be drawn trom 
the Indian Territory. 

However, the tlight of pigeons has proceeded 
northward, closely followed and watched by men 
especially engaged for the service, and the birds 
are now in Minnesota and are expected to com- 
mence nesting aguininafew days. The trap- 
= will then get in their work, and probably a 

undred thousand or so will be captured within 


a couple of weeks. As soon as the birds are se- 
cured the Illinois State Shooting Tournament will 
be called. Arrangewentsare completed to make 
this shoot one of the best in the country, and it 
will be neld in Chicago. There will be many

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AN TRON BONANZA. 


The Atlantic Sea-Shore Sand Filled 
with Valuable Ore, 
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Which Makes the Very Best of 
Soft Iron. 


Edison’s New Invention for Extracting 
It from the Sand. 


1 New Industry to Be Opened Up in This 


Country, 


And Buling Rates for Iron to Be Seriously 
Interfered With. 


From Our Own Correspondent, 
New York, June 21.—Mr. Thoms A. Edi- 


son, the electrical wizard. who has of late 
accomplished so many marvelous things, has 
perfected another remarkable invention that 
will no doubt work a great revolution in the 
iron trade. ne matter has up to the present 
been kept very quiet, but it has finally leaked 
out, notwithstanding the efforts of those who 
are financially interested to keep it from the 
public. The machine, wherein electricity 
plays the prominent part, is a very simple 
contrivance, but nevertheless it will be the 
means of producing what has never been 
produced in this country before, and that is, 
iron of the same quality as the best Swedish, 
and for a market price of about one-half that 
of the latter. 

It had been believed for some time that 
there was in the seashore sands of Long 
Island and along the Atlantic coast indica- 
tions of magnetite fron, and examination 
proved that this was a fact, but how to ex- 
tract it from the sand was thé problem. Mr. 
Edison had some time ago invented a process 
fur extracting gold-dust from washings by 
the use of magnets, whereby the baser con- 
stituents were attracted into piles by means 
of three or four processes, and the gold and 
sand subsequently washed and separated. 
When the matter of securing 

IRON-ORE FROM THE SEA SANDS 
was presented to him afew weeks ago, he 
at once went to work and perfected a proc- 
ess whereby with one exposure to magnets 
the valuable ore should be separated from 
the ** titanite,” or iron coated with sulphur, 
with which it was mingled, and at the same 
time left free of the schist wherein it was 
lodged. Todothis it became necessary to 
so graduate the electrical force that the true 
iron, having the greater attractive force, 
should be drawn nearest the magnet, while 
the magnetite, or sulphur-ore and sand, 
should fall in separate piles. Mr. Edison's 
separator —for thus it may comprehensively 
be called—consists of a V-shaped trough 
four feet long and a little more than two feet 
deep, with a slit one-sixteenth of an inch 
wide at the bottom. Under this, at a dis- 
tance of five feet, and resting on the ground, 
is a separator, the apex situated a little to 


one side of the trough above, so that the sand 


falling straight will strike on one incline and 
be forced in an opposit direction from that 
taken by the ore, which, striking the other 
side, is slid off into a hopper or receptacle. 
A littie less than half-way between the slit 
in the trough or sand receptacle and the 
ground, and of the same width, are a pair of 
large magnets, which receive their electrical 
energy either from jars or steam generator 
just as is desired, according to the plant. 

The object, as I have above stated, is to 
extract J 

THE MAGNETITE IRON-ORE 
the sand and titaniferous ore. The 
sand is shoveled into the trough, and, being 
dry, falls through the narrow slit in a sheet 
four feet long and one-sixteenth of an inch 
in width. The magnets are provided with 
pe enough power to deflect the maguetite or 
ock oxide of iron from a perpendicular 
fall and deposit it on the side of the separator 
opposit to the sand which, having no aflinit 
for the magnets, falls direct to the ground, 
together with che titaniferous ore. It is then 
taken up, placed iy sacks, and shipped. The 
process is very rapid. 

It may be asked what particular value is 
to be attached to this simple invention and 
where is it to be adopted. It is one of the 
most valuable of modern inventions, 
and is to be made use of right here on the 
Atlantic coast, for the present at least. 
and the Lord only knows where it may 
not be applied, for, according to Edison’s 
statements, the ocean shores are simply 
covered with these iron deposits. 

HERETOFORE SWEDISH mo 
has never been made outside that country, 
where these sand deposits exist, and where 
the crystals of magnetite are very large. 
But here, right under our very nose, there 
are, it appears, millions upon millious of 
tons of this sand containing inealculable 
amounts of the purest and best iron ore for 
magnetite, or block oxide of iron is the 
purest ore known, containing no phosphorus 
or sulphur. There are banks of this sand on 
Long Island, alone, twenty feet high 
where there are layers upon layers of the 
deposits, and these banks are from 100 to 150 
feet in width. There is one strip of coast 
that has been prospected that is twenty miles 
long. Removing the white surface sand, 
there is usually found a deposit of black 
sand about ten inches in depth. About two 
inches below occurs another, and four inches 
further on another deposit. In these deposits 
is found the iron-ore that is so valuable. It 
is estimated that about 40 per cent of the 
sand is composed of the two forms of iron- 
ore,—magnetite and titaniferous,—while of 
this from 18 to 20 per cent is pure magnetite. 
UNDER THE PRESENT WORKING 

by those who are managing the machine in 
operation about 19 per cent is extracted, but 
Edison says he can get more than this if he 
should take hold of it personally. Ile gave 
the present operator a ten-minutes lesson one 
day, and that’s all the instructions he had; 
so he is naturally working a little crude. 

Of course the development of these ocean 
iron mines has promptly enlisted capital, and 
acompany has been tormed called the Ore- 
Milling Company, who propose to get a cor- 
ner on Swedish iron, if the thing is possible. 
They have leased one strip of shore ten 
miles in length for $20 a year for the entire 
ground, but it was dune before the owners 
suspected what the sands contained. Now 
the price of the leasehold is going up, and 
and sea sand is at a premium in the Long 
Island real-estate market. But, nevertheless, 
this company has sixty miles, all told, from 
Babylon to Quogue, and they are going to 
turn the seashore upside down the next few 
months in quest of this valuable ore. As 
Mr. Edison said to me to-night: *“* Two miles 
of that coast is 

BETTER THAN ANY GOLD MINE.”’ 

And he added, with a smile: They think 
I look upon this matter in a queer light, for 
1 don’t have much to say about it. All l'm 
now interested in is my 30 cents per ton roy- 
alty in the product, That's enough for me. 
I’ve got an invention in my head for the 
treatment of ore that will beat the world, and 
2 ine to perfect it before long,“ he con- 
inued, 

“Ilow do you spell it?” asked a friend 
near by. 

“Iron sulphurets,” said Edison, and he 
gave his cigar stump a vigorous pull. 

This magnetic ore which is now being tak- 
en out on the * Island coast is shipped 
to Rockaway, N. and sold at $13 a ton. 
The ore machine now in operation at Quogue 
will treat 100 tons of sand per day, which will 
yield say fifteen to twenty tons of pure iron 
ore. It can be produced at a minimum of $1 

r ton. The ore is sold to a bloomery at 
wekaway and made into blooms, or char- 
coal iron, which is pronounced by all who 
are familiar with the trade as of the finest 
quality, equal to the best Swedish, and not 
hitherto manufactured here. : 

THERE ARE NOW FIVE MACHINKg 
at Edison’s works in New York, in 
street. They will be ready to be 
placed in operation at a very early day. 
Mr. Edison says there are deposits of this 
iron along the mouth of the St. Lawrence, 
where fully 30 percent of iron is to be found. 
The shores along our coast from Maine to 
the Gulf are more or less covered with these 
black lands, while rich deposits also exist in 
Oregon. He finds that magnetite crys- 
tals exist wherever mica-schist is found, and 
these deposits are the results of erosions car- 
ried to the sea and thrown. up by constant 
working of the waves. 

The company now formed here has em- 
barked in the scheme on a large scale. The 
stock, placed at $50 ashare a few weeks ago, is 
already held 1 likely to 8 to be had

How the General Is Injuring Himself 
by Meddling and Muddling in the 
Conkling Matter—Utterly Blind to the 
Most Glaring Faults of His “ Friends.”

We have always desired to think well and 
to speak well of Gen. Grant. We are not be- 
hind the most stalwart Republicans in our 
desire to have the greatest of our Captains 
stand high in the esteem of his countrymen 
and of mankind. When Senator Jones saw 
fit to give to the public the peevish Mexican 
letter, in which Mr. Grant expressed his un- 
qualified sympathy for Senator Conkling, 
our comment upon it was that its author had 
not written it for the public eye, and that it 
was unfair to discuss the epistle as though 
he bad meant to throw his influence into the 
dispute. But it seems that he does not care 
for this kind of defense. The fretful and

Mr. Grant then throws his sword into the 
Conkling scale with all his energy. His 
views on that subject are not his private 
opinions, communicated to intimate friends, 
and reserved from the public out of respect 
for President Gartield, and for his own post- 
tion in the Republic. They are embodied in 
a pronunciamento, whose purpose is to 
weaken the credit of the Administration and 
to strengthen Mr. Conkling in his war upon 
it. And those who would fain have counted 
Mr. Grant out of this unhappy dispute are 
forced by his own act to choose between the 
President and the ex-President, It is im- 
possible even to pass over in silence the 
utterances of the latter, without seeming to 
accept his criticism of the former. 

We think Mr. Grant’s published remarks, 
like his letter, are especially unhappy as re- 
calling to the public recollection many of the 
most unfortunate features of his own ca- 
reer. More than any other side of Mr. 
Grant’s Administration, his utter want of 
penetration into character surprised and 
alienated the people of the country. Not 
only could he not see for himself; he would 
use nobody else to see for him. He gathered 
around his person a set of men whom the 
public hated to observe in his society. Ile 
was hand-in-glove with Mr. Murphy. Mr. 
Belknap, with thieves of the Whisky Ring, 
with turfmen of seanty reputation. And no 
amount of protest from persons whose judg- 
ment he should have respected would 
lead him to change his opinion’ of 
any of these worthies. Once he made 
up his mind to like a man, he could 
not be turned aside from his purpose. He 
thrust some inte places of trust and respon- 
sibility and kept them there in spite of the 
most urgent protests from all who knew 
their true characters. He kept Consul-Gen- 
eral Butler in,power tn Egypt, even after the 
State Department knew that the American 
missiouaries to the Copts had been forced to 
obtain naturalization as British subjects in 
order to escape from the scoundrel’s juris- 
diction, and in sheer despair of having him 
removed. He thrust another scoundrel into 
the responsible post of Indian Commissioner ; 
and when the Board of eminent philanthro- 
pists and business-men whom the President 
had asked to supervise Indian affairs forced 
his withdrawal by threatening to send in 
their resignations, Mr. Grant wrote him out 
a Hirst-rate certificate of good character and 
attention to duty. 

Happy, indeed, is the man whom Gen. 
Grant accepts as his friend.“ That man 
can do no evil in the General’s sight. He 
may break all the commandments, and still 
be ranked as a paragon of all the perfections. 
And thrice unhappy ts the person who brings 
an accusation agalust such a friend, or stands 
in the way of his getting what he wants. 
That Board which drove out the Indian 
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Commissioner found that to their cost. One 


by one, beginning with William Weis, they 
were jostled and shouldered from their posts, 
until none were left except a politic few. who 
had taken care not to take any part in the 
manly and honest action of the majority. 

This idiosynerasy is one of e most 
marked in Mr. Grant’s character. It is one 
which is amenable 1 no reason, and hardly 
to the strongest and clearest proof. It is the 
one which was at the root of nearly all the 
worst scandals of his Administration. It de- 
tracted more than did any other circum- 
stance from his popularity. It decided 
myriads of voters never again to support his 
candidacy for the Presidency. The mewory 
of it, after the lapse ot four years, was more 
powerful than any arguments drawn from 
history or tradition to defeat the third-term 
movement, And now that people would like 
to forget it and the stains it inflicted on the 
national honor, he takes the greatest pains to 
recall it to popular attention. 

In the recent declarations Senator Conkling 
is “my friend.” That is enough. That lifts 
him to the pedestal of honor beside the 
worthies for whom Mr. Grant wrecked his 
popularity and tarnished his good name, 
t My friend“ can do no wrong. He is an 
all but omnipotent power in politics. He 
saved Mr. Garfield from defeat in October 
last. Ille has been the meek and humble 
representative of Senatorial dignity while 
insults were poured upon him from the 
White House. “This man Robertson” isa 
thing of contempt, since he stands in “my 
friend’s”’ way. And “my friend“ can do 
nothing foolish. Ile resigned because he 
meant it. Ile was going to retire from poli- 
tics. But he found he could not. The coun- 
try was full of offensive comments on his 
resignation, all originating from the White 
Ilouse. So he had to seek a reélection pure- 
ly in self-defense. And he will get it. 

Such is the substance of Gen. Grant’s at- 
tempt to give his countrymen the true bear- 
ings of our political situation. 1 show 
thathe is just the same Ulysses as he was 
five years ago, with just the same incapacity 
to see anything outside of the refracting 
medium of personal relations. The judicious 
reader will find more between the lines of 
these utterances than in the lines them- 
selves, and will feel a new thankfulness that 
the efforts of such men as this man Rob- 
ertson“ saved the Republican party from a 
terrible blunder at Chicago. 

On one point only Mr. Grant attempts to 
put his case on ground of principle. He 
steps forward as the champion of the princi- 
ple of “Senatorial courtesy.” He says: 
There is, or should be, a great deal in Sen- 
atorial courtesy, which means simply this, 
that when the President makes an appoint- 
ment in auy State, u it fails to elicit the 
approval of the Senators from that State, the 
matter ends there, and the nomination is re- 
jected. If the Republican Senators from any 
State object to any nomination, the rest of 
the party is expected to support them, with- 
out exception.“ Such is the rule so long as 
“my friends” are the objecting Senators. 
But when the sbjectmg Senators are 
not in that honored list, but the 
nomination is made in the interest of one 
of “my friends.“ what is the rule then? 
When Mr. Grant sent in the name of Mr. 
Simmons as Collector of the Port of Boston, 
rere 9 a # ng it was in the interest of my 
friend“ Mr. Benjamin F. Butler. Both the 
Massachusetts Senators and nearly all her 
Congressmen united in a formal protest 
against that nomination. But “my friend” 
Mr. Roscoe Conkling and ‘others undertook 
to carry that nomination through the Senate, 
and did so. Mr. Conkling spoke in advocacy 
of it, and all those Senators who regarded 
themselves as having especial claims to be 
counted among the friends of Mr. Grant 
voted with Mr. Conkling. The rule as to 
Senatorial courtesy seems to vary a good 
deal according to the effect its application 
would have on the political fortunes of my 
friends.”’ 8 

On one point, Gen. Grant's statements are 
supposed to have some historical iinportance. 
He denies the whole story of the “ Treaty of 
Mentor,” and shows its impossibility. But 
this is nothing new, as he did the same in a 
spon in Brooklyn last October. And yet 
Mr. Conkling’s especial champions, in letters 
to the Heruld, of New York, have seen fit to 
serve up this crambe ter decocta as yet an- 
other illustration of Mr. Garfield’s faithles- 
ness. a 

It Mr. Grant is open to reason, he will see 
that he has made a bad. blunder. He has 
thrown himself against the solid sentiment 
of American people, in an instance in 
whieh the peovie are clearly in the right. and 
his friend as clearly in the wrong. To those 
who desire the diminution of his influence 
with the people, nothing can be more satis- 
factory than this effort to whittle himseif 
down to the size of Mr. Roscoe Conkling.

STRUCKMEYER VS. BALTZ. 

On the loth of this month a man named Will- 
jam Struckmeyer filed a bill in the Superior 
Court before Judge Gardner, making serious 
charges aguinst Charles Baltz, a prominent 
cheese dealer of this city. The answer ot the 
defendant was filed yesterday, in which -he ad- 
mits that be bad a number of dealings in 
years past with Struckmeyer, but he 
emphatically denies every allegation in 
the bili charging fraud, concealment, mis- 
representation, or unfair dealing. and 
he especially denies that he ever rendered to 
the complainant false and fraudulent accounts 
of sales of butter and cheese, er either of them, 
consigned to bim by Struckmeyer. He goes on 
to say that Struckmeyer was always satistied 
with the sales and returns made. And, further, 
that since the bill was filed Baltz bas yolunturi- 
ly afforded the complainant ample opportunity 
to examine the books of account in defendant's 
ofiice, and thus verify, if he could, the charges 
be made in the bill. The complainant 
bas taken e opportunity, and he bas 
convinced himself that charges 
he made in the bill were groundiess, and the 
complainant has given Baltz a statement fully 
exonerating bith trum his accusations, aud has 
agreed to dismiss the suit at his own costs, at 
the same time stating that he was led to file the 
bill and make the charges therein preferred by 
a former employé of the defendant, and not in 
anywise from bis oon knowledge, whica state- 
ment was given to Baltz by Struckmeyer for the 
purpose of repairing, as far as possible, the in- 
jury be bad caused to defendant by his cause- 
less suit. The defendant has made this answer 
for the purpose of having the record snow these 
facts and his complete and full denial of the 
charges made.

CAHILL Vs. CATILL. 

The long-peuding divorce case of Margaret A.
